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In the very midst of the scene of conflicting interests lies Palestine—dear 
to Jew, Christian and Mohammedan. The statesman says it is the key to 
the position; and, looking to his countrymen's advantage, he declares that in 
view of its wonderful fertility, which of old supported millions; its grand 
possibilities for commerce, which in former days made its seaports scenes of 
activity and wealth, which have rendered Tyre and Sidon proverbial to this 
day; in view of its being at the junction of Europe and Asia, and in location, 
therefore, most admirable, the possession of Palestine is to his patriotic heart 
most dbsirable.. Tue bisturian says the first international episode on record 
vas the invasion of Palestine; from that day to this it has been a centre of 
interest; therefore he, on his part, is concerned for Palestine’s future. The 
religionist cannot find words to express the interest which he, from his point 
of view, takes in what he calls the Holy Land; for him every stoné is an 
epic, every tree a poem. The shrewd eommereinl man notes that when the 
Asian railway system is built up, as built up it will be as soon as stable 
government is established, the geographical position of Palestine will make 

it the State to which the great railway lines will converge to carry the pro- 
ductions of Asia to European and American markets, and vice versa; for as 
the commerce of three continents met in its borders in the days of Solomon, 
so will the future commerce of the same continents flow again to that favored 
spot. Nor will he abate his hopes in the least degree because their realiza- 
tion seems distant. Remembering the swift growth of a Chicago or a San 
Francisco, the rapid turning of wastes into populous states, he ce, re-

Joun Wesley was born at Epworth, England, June 17, 1703, and died March 
2, 1791, at the ripe age of nearly eighty-eight years. The Methodist nucleus 
was formed in Nov. 1729, Jolin Wesley has the general credit of being the 
founder of the Methodist Arminian Denomination, and this is proper; for, 
although Mr. Morgan may have been very active, and have been the leading 
spirit in its origin in 1729, yet he died the following year, and the great 
labor of founding and organizing was done afterwards, John Wesley being the 
leading and directing spirit during the remainder of bis long life. , 
Tho object of the formation of the first Methodist society was good. The

reading of the Scriptures, in order to obtain new light upon the. path of 
salvation, together with visiting and conferring substantial benefits upon 
those in poverty, in affliction, and in prison, are commendable labors, when 
honestly performed, from which heaven would not withhold its approval.

DEAR Bnorkxn,— My unexpected departure from England having pre- 
vented me frum preparing a report of my missionary labors before leaving, I 
now improve the first opportunity on my arrival home to comply with this. 
usual requirement, 

On the 11th of April, 1882, in company with thirty-three others, I left the 
land of Zion for a mission to England. At the organization of the company, 
which occurred at Rock Creek on the day following, I was chosen President, 
and Thomas W. Horsley and Henry W. Manning, assistants. We reached New 
York on Sunday morning, and on the following Tuesday embarked pes S.. 
Wisconsin for Liverpool, arriving there at 11 p.m. on the night of the 28th of 
April. In the assigninent of the Elders which immediately. followed, I was 
appointed to the London Conference, and on my arrival there a few days 
afterwards, the Whitechapel District was designated as my future field of 
labor. I at once entered upon the duties of my calling, being required to 
find my way alone among the Saints, as my predecessor had left the District. 
a fev weeks before my arrival. This experience, however, gave me @ much 
better acquaintance with this portion of the great metropolis than I other- 
wise would have obtained. For nearly twe months I continued in this field, 
when, upon the departure of President Tucker, I was appointed President of 
the London Conference, which position I continued to held up to the time 
of my departure for home on the 11th of this month. 

During the period of my presiding I made several visits to the various Dis- 
tricts of the Conference, sometimes traveling without purse and serip, and 
had the pleasure of holding meetings in all the leading cities of the Con- 
ference where halls could be had for this purpose. I alse visited the Channel 
Islands, and held a series of public méetings in St. Heliers, where quite a 
spirit of inquiry seemed for the time to be awakened. © 

In the latter part of last May, in company with yourself and Elders Lamr 
bert and Parkinson, I went to the Isle of Man, and subsequently received an 
appointment to labor there for a few weeks in connection with Elder W. N 
Williams. Of our labors upon that island, and the: peculiar’ vicisitudes 
attending us, the readers of the Srax have been so fully advised that it is 
unnecessary for me to make any further mention of them her. 

I also-had the pleasure of visiting Scotland, and making a brief tour of 
France and italy during my absence, all of which added greatly hau mere 
est of my mission. 

During my labors in the Whitechapel Branch I baptized eleven persons, 
but after being appointed President of the London Conference, I deemed it 
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proper to leave this ordinance to be administered by the Elders in charge of 
the local Districts. 

A great amount of systematic out-door preaching and treet distributing 
has been done in the London Conference during the past year, and I believe 
much good has been accomplished thereby. We ean Aigdetly trace the cm-“ 
version of a few, at least, to our efforts in the open air, and many who have 
attended our in-door meetings from time to time bave been attracted by these 
outside gatherings. 

According to the statistical report smal just prior to my departure | 
from England, the London Conference numbered 969 souls as against 994 
the year before, this reduction being occasioned by the praning of the 
Branches and the straightening up of the records in pursuance of your in- 
structions. During the period of my presidency, 230 baptisms were made 
and 226 persons emigrated. 

According to your published report of July 23rd, the London Conference. 
was at that time owing on book account £26 19s, 6d. When I received these 


accopnte from President Tucker in 1882, this indebtedness was about the 


same, or a little in excess of that amount, and at that time there were but 
few, if any books, tracts or Stars on hand. At the date of my last report to 
you, made in the latter part of June; while our account at the Liverpool Offies 
remained about the ume, our inventory of stock on hand amounted to 
£19 3s. 8d., or within £7 15s. 10d. of all we were owing; at the same time 
subscribers were owing us £34 6s. 24d, This amount being entirely due from 
subscribers, might at first seem unnecessarily large, but under the credit 
system that has long prevailed, and which it has not been our province to 
reform; we have been compelled to give at least three months’ credit, and 
three months’ credit on Star and JourRNaL account amounts to £22, or 
within £5 of our entire indebtedness to your Office. When this system i 
reduced to pre-payment, the London Conference, instead of being indebted, 
will have a considerable balance to its credit. In the matter of Conference 
House property, the London office is £17 better off than a year ago, this 
amount being raised by a series of concerts, voluntary contributions and 
other means. 

As much of my missionary experience has been already made known to 
the readers of the Star, I do not deem it advisable to encumber you with 
any more at this time, but in conclusion will say, that my absence abroad has 
been the most pleasant as well as the most profitable period of my life. The 
many individual testimonies of the truth which I have received, and the 
many remarkable manifestations of God's power that I have witnessed in 
behalf of His Saints, are worth more to me than the wealth of worlds. I 
also esteem the pleasant acqnaintances and associations which I have formed 
with the Elders and Saints in those lands, as among the dearest of my life. 

Thanking the good people of the London Conference for the many courte- 
sies bestowed, and assuring them of my continued interest and esteem, as 
well as feeling deeply grateful to you for your fatherly care and . I

He left 
and went to the place where his daughter was living, took her from her situation, went 
home the next morning by train and gave instructions for her to follow. :
